Comet* resemble ha/.e or 
luminous 
vapor. 
Spectroscopic 
Investigation 
prove* that the nucleus is self-lum in­ 
ous. but that the tail shines with r e ­ 
flected light. 
The comets most 
bril­ 
liant in this century were seen In 1811, 
1843, 1858, 1882. 
In treating the subject of the planet­ 
ary age. the lecturer said the rule that 
the larger a heater body Is, the more 
slowly it will cool, may be applied to 
the planetary bodies and It leads to a 
very Important conclusion. 
The larg ­ 
er a planet Is, the longer it will live 
and the more slowly will It go through 
the successive planetary stages. 
We 
have already seen one instance in the 
cane of the moon. 
The moon contains 
about otie-eigtleth as .much m utter as 
the earth, and therefore had originally 
one-eightieth as much heat to i i Hate 
Into apace, 
Were its radiant surface 
ecu a1 to that of th.- earth 
it 
would 
have cooled eighty time* as quickly as 
the earth. 
But In fact its surface is 
only one-thirteenth of 
that 
of 
the 
earth, so that it can have cooled only 
about six times as quickly. 
T hat is, 
a time being assumed when the earth 
and moon were of the same tem pera­ 
ture, both being molten, 
we 
may 
conclude that the moon would become 
stone cold in one-sixth of the time that 
the earth would require to reach tills 
condition. 
If the earth's incrustation 
began 
fourteen 
million 
years 
ago. 
which is one of the most moderate of 
m any estimates that have made of the 
length of 
geological 
time, 
and 
the 
moon’s began at the same time, 
then 
the moon must have reached the con­ 
dition In which the earth now is eleven 
and two-thirds million years ago. 
The 
age of the earth at tile present time 
Is more than tw enty 
million 
years. 
The two 
planets 
that 
are observed 
more than any others are: 
Venus and 
Jupiter. 
Venus is morning 
and 
eve­ 
ning star the same as Jupiter; 
both 
shine with a great deal of brilliancy, 
Venus is about the sh me diameter o f 
the earth, but little can be ascertained 
as to its 
planetary conditions 
a* 
to 
tem perature, water, land, and 
nnimul 
life, 
Jupiter on account 
of 
its 
I'li­ 
mens* diameter, has attracted the a t ­ 
tention of astronom ers In ail ages, 
Its 
age is probably more than that of the 
earth, but my reason of 
its immense 
volume the cooling process Is conse­ 
quently slow. 
In its present condition 
no animal or vegetable uf*- can exist. 
The planet Mars comes the nearest to 
the conditions of tile earth, but astro n ­ 
omers are in doubt, as to its being in­ 
habited.

Comets resemble haze or 
luminous 
vapor. 
Spectroscopic 
investigation 
p r o v e s that the nucleus is self-lum in­ 
ous, but that the t» ii shines with re­ 
flected light. 
The comets most 
bril­ 
liant in this century were seen in 1811, 
I >43, 1858, 1882. 
In treating the subject of the planet­ 
ary age, the lecturer said the rule that 
the larger a heater body is, the more 
slowly it will cool, may be applied to 
the planetary bodies and it leads to a 
very im portant conclusion. 
The la rg ­ 
er a planet Is, the longer it will live 
and the more slowly will It go through 
the successive planetary stages. 
We 
have already seen one instance In the 
cline of the moon. 
The moon contains 
about one-eigtieth as much m atter .* 
the earth, and therefore had originally 
one-eightieth as much heat to radiate 
Into space. 
Were its radiant surface 
equal to that of the earth 
it 
would 
have cooled eighty times as quickly as 
the earth. 
But in fact its surface is 
only one-thirteenth of 
that 
of 
the 
earth, so that it can have cooled only 
about six times us quickly. 
That is, 
a time being assumed when the earth 
and moon were of the same tem pera­ 
ture, both being molten, 
we 
may 
conclude that the moon would become 
stone cold in one-sixth of the time that 
the earth would require to reach this 
condition. 
lf the earth s inc rustation 
began 
fourteen 
million 
years 
ago, 
which is one of the most moderate of 
muny estim ates that have made of the 
length of 
geological 
time. 
and 
the 
moon'* began at the *amc time, 
then 
the moon must have reached the con­ 
dition In whic h the earth now is eleven 
and tw o-thirds million years ago. 
The 
age of the earth at the* present time 
is more than twenty 
million 
years. 
The two 
planets 
that 
arc* observed 
more than any other* are: 
Venus arui 
Jupiter. 
Venus is morning 
ami 
eve­ 
ning star the same as Jupiter; 
both 
shine with a great deal of brilliancy. 
Venus is about the same diam eter of 
the earth, hut little can be ascertained 
as to Its 
planetary condition* 
as 
to 
tem perature, water, land, and 
anim al 
life. 
Jupiter oil account 
of 
its 
I n* 
iqenne diameter, has attracted the a t ­ 
tention of astronom ers In all age*, 
its 
age I* probably more than that of the 
earth, but my reason of 
its Immense 
volume the cooling process is conse­ 
quently slow. 
In Its present condition 
no animal or vegetable life can exist. 
The planet Mars comes the nearest to 
the conditions of the earth but astro n ­ 
omer* are In doubt, us to its being In­ 
habited.
